Speaking of the occupation of Amelia, and the 
publication of the secret journal of Congress, 
the London Star of Feb. S$ says—* The North 
American system seems to require, at this time, 
some official elucidation, and if we mistake not 
very greatly, it will not be long, that one or more 
ofthe governments of Europe will be able to avoid 
demanding some satisfactory explanation. Britain 
has precisely the same right to occupy Amelia 
island at this moment, that the United States had 
on the 22nd December last.
